leaving nn eight foot driveway through 
the middle to allow room for the use 
of a wagon In cleaning. If the manure 
Is to be taken out In a handcart or 
wheelbarrow, this passage may ha 
considerably narrower, thus decreasing 
the width of the building. On the out- 
side of the stalls, next to the walls, is 
a passage or feeding alley from three 
and a half to five feet wide for use In 


ning In feed and filling tbe mau- 


gera. The manure gutter In the rear of 
tbe stalls Is sixteen Inches wide, nnd 
the stalls are seven feet deep, of which 
two feet are taken up by the manger, 
leaving five feet clear as standing room 
for the cows. This may be reduced to 
4 feet C Inches or even less for ani- 
mals of the smaller breeds or below av- 
erage size. At one end of the stable 
nre four box stalls, each 12 by 12 feet 
or less, one of which may be used for 
the bull and the others for calves, cows 
which arc nbout to calve, sick cows or 
for any other purpose which may suit 
the convenience of the owner. The 
width of the stalls should be from 
three to four feet, varying with the 
size of the cows and the kind of stall 
which Is used. 


The Mllkhonac. 


In planning a house for handling the 


inilk the main points are ventilation, 
sunshine, dniinnge and to have It han- 
dy to nn abundant supply of cold wa- 
ter. 
The location should be where

Feed Connt*. 


Professor T. L. Hneckor of the Min- 


nesota experiment station says that by 
weighing nil the food given during n 
year to the eows of the station dairy 
herd, weighing the milk and testing 
the butter fat It was found that some 
of the cows produced butter at n cost 
of 12 cents per pound, while for others 
the cost ran as high as 17 cents per 
pound. 
A fnw cows produced but a. 


little over 200 pounds ot butter lu a 
year, and others gave about 400 
pounds. Breed made but little differ- 
ence, but the cows that made the 
cheapest butter were nil of the wedge 
slmpo dairy type. The right food ra- 
tion and the "maternal instinct" nre 
Important essentials. 


Coloring Matter Not Injarloim. 
The dairy commissioner of Minne- 


sota has been carrying on scientillc 
tPHta of the effort of butter color ou 
animals to determine whether or not 
It la Injurious. It is rttported that ho 
has fed colors to quite a number of 
rabbits, guinea pigs, cats, etc., and In 
every case death wns thn reiiult. Thin 
In nn old experiment; but, n« no one Is 
In the habit of drinking butter color 
as a hot weather bevcrngc, wo see no 
en line for alarm. Only n very small 
• mount of It IN used in n pound of but- 
ter—not enough to Injure any one but 
tho manufacturer* of olcouiirgarlnc.— 
Creamery Journal.

Some of his finest (':) plans would not 
wort out in his own hands. How could 
he eipeet them to do so secondhand? 


In selecting a breed of cows for 


dairying a person should consider him- 
self and his environments. The breed 
that a person admires most Is likely to 
prove the best In^hls bands if carefully 
studied and properly handled. 
For 


dairy purposes it is of course advisable 
to select a typical dairy breed, though 
I have known men to make at least a 
partial success with a beef breed, 
though not typical beef cows. It might 
possibly be helpful to the ijuestioner 
and others in selecting a breed of cat- 
tle to mention a few of the chief char- 
acteristics of a few of the commonest 
dairy breeds. The Channel Island cat- 
tle (Jerseys and Guernseys) were orig- 
inated and bred on the islands of this 
name, where the climate is not nearly 
as severe as in our northern states. If 
we turn the island cow with our native 
and then use our old methods of little 
or no shelter In winter and compel the 
cows to hustle over the hills for their 
feed in summer, the native is likely to 
come out ahead. Tbe same Is true of 
Holstelns. In their native home, the 
Netherlands, they often share part of 
tbe house with tbe family. Feed la 
abundant and of the right kind. Their 
bodies are very heavy, and their bones 
are not constructed to travel miles over 
hills and valleys to find a day's living. 
I know men who have lots of rough 
land that furnishes some pasture and 
who are opposed to "babying" cows, as 
they put it, -who keep Ayrshires with 
very good results. Their, native home 
is a cold and rough country aud pro- 
duces good, rugged stock. The Swiss 
are credited with the same qualities. 
But do not for a moment think that 
any breed can be had that will bear 
neglect, only that some arc better hus- 
tlers than others.

TALES OF INSURANCE MEN. 


Corn For the Silo. 


Corn should be put into the silo when 


It is almost ready to cut and can be 
put In at the time it is ripe enough to 
cut with good results. 
Formerly it 


was thought best to cut corn when 
rather greeu for silage, but later prac- 
tice leans toward the stage of ripeness 
—just before it begins to dry out and 
the stalks become woody. 


With sorghum we should think that 


It should nlso be well ripened before 
being made Into silage, as at that btage 
the sugar in the juice is fully matured 
and the seeds are most valuable as 
feed.—Dairy arid Creamery. 


It Mny Be So. 


A missionary In London declared re- 


cently that In response to an appeal 
for articles for use on an Africau farm 
a milking stool was sent to him from 
England and that one day the negro 
farm hand returned to the house with 
the stool badly battered, declaring that 
the cow refused to sit on it.—Exchange. 


When the cows are to be kept in the 


stable through the wiutcr, each stall 
should have its drinking trough kept 
filled with water where the cows can 
reach it nt auy time, says farmers' 
bulletin No. 151, Issued by the agricul- 
tural department at Washington. Such 
an arrangement is not expensive-, as 
iron troughs large enough for the use 
of two cows in adjoining stalls can be 
purchased very cheaply. By placing 
them on a level in connection with a 
supply pipe and using a single float 
valve to regulate the flow, there will 
be no waste and each trough will re- 
ceive a frequent supply of fresh water. 
There are objections to this individual 
system of wittering, however, and 
some good dairymen prefer the over- 
flow trough so placed that cows can go 
to it In stormy weather without ex- 
posure. 


When the cows arc to spend the day 


out of. doom the feed lot should be well 
provided with troughs, eo tLat each 
nnlmiil cnn drink whenever Hhc wishes 
without danger of the weaker being 
worried and driven away by the stron- 
ger. 


Rrntlt* Treatment of Cow«. 


Every owner of a cow should sec 


that gentle mid ijulet menus arc uaud 
In drawing tins milk from her. Many 
good cows nry spoiled by rough milk- 
ers. When It cnn l>c done, the same 
person should milk the snmc^ow every 
lime. Gentle treatment will surely pay, 
and the mutter of profit should nhviiys 
b(» kept In the foreground.

think they bad quite a bargain. " Why 
this difference of opinion among feed- 
ers? asks L. W. Ughty In National 
Stockman- Why U It that some, men 
baring calves And pigs to feed cannot 
pay 6 to 10 cent* per 100 pounds for 
sklmmHk when such eminent and suc- 
cessful feeders and experimenters as 
Mr. Curler of Illinois or Professor^, 
Henry of Wisconsin place the value 
per 100 pounds at half-as much as a 
bushel of corn sells for if fed in a 
proper condition and In the right com- 
bination of hogs? At some cren merles 
the skimmllk la run into a slop tank 
that "smells unto heaven" and that 
ruinr the milk for feeding purposes. 
In many cases the farmer has a swill 
barrel Into which he empties his skim- 
milk and there It degenerates very 
rapidly. It Is never better and its feed- 
Ing value IB never greater than im- 
mediately after it leaves the separator 
In a sweet and clean condition. 


Tbe Cow'» 


The digestive apparatus of the cow 


Is something to carefully consider when 
buying a cow or when breeding. The' 
powerful digestive system is needed in 
the dairy that the most may' be made 
out of the feed. The large eater Is the 
cow that makes the most money for 
her owner. 'Some cows have digestive 
systems of such weakness that" they 
are easily foundered. 
They go "off 


feed" at every opportunity, and their 
milk yield is decreased in consequence, 
says Dairy nud Creamery. 
On -the 


other hand, there are cows that can 
eat any amount and never he disturbed 
by it. The writer once had such a cow. 
One night she got loose and found her 
way to the feed bins and boxes. She 
proceeded to fill up in the most com- 
plete manner. 
In the morning she 


met her owner at the door. She was 
evidently packed as full of cornineal 
and middlings as she could "be. with 
nothing but breathing room left. A 
foundered cow was the expected result 
of the feasting. The animal, however, 
experienced no inconvenience from the 
ggrgiug and the next day was ready 
for her accustomed ration. She was a 
large producer of very rich milk.

JAMES YOUNGER DEAD. 


Famous Outlaw, Compatriot Of Jesse 


James, Commits Suicide. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 18.—James 


lounger, one. of the famous Younger 
orothers, compatriots of Jesse Jaimes, 
committed suicide today by shooting. 


Younger was recently paroled from 


the Stillwater penitentiary, where he 
and his brother Coleman were serving 
life sentences for participation in the 
Northfield bank raid in 1876., 


(Note—The^ suicide of James Young- 


er closes orie'of the most remarkable 
careers in American criminal history, 
lounger's record in criminality eclip- 
ses that of either of the notorious Dai- 
ton brothers and ranks second only 
to that of Jesse James himself. The 
Younger brothers terrorized two states 
and long kept the officers of the la\\ 
a.t bay, committing crime after crime 
with absolute impunity. Their

mistake was" their invasion of Minne- 
sota.

slightly, if at all. XOTV we call it by 
another name— reciprocity—but it is the 
same^old fever. The patient still ex- 
hibits tariff revision symptoms of a 
pronounced character, but he wants 
the tariff revised in spots and by a 
roundabout route instead of by direct 
legislative amendment. Last stage of 
al£ a tariff commission. The fever has 
abated iti great measure, hut it has 
left the sufferer weak and pallid as to 
body, rambling and irrational as to 
mind. 
, 


Dropping pathological metaphor, let ns 
say plainly that the tariff commission 
plan of tariff tinkering has proved a 
failure In the past and is an impossi- 
bility for the future. 
The tariff will 


not, caunot be taken out of politics so 
long as a party of free traders remains 
to attack the principle of protection to 
American labor and industry. 
The 


tariff has been a political question since 
the foundation of the government and 
will so continue while political enemies 
persist in the effort to displace protec- 
tion and substitute free trade in whole 
or in part. 


To advocate a bipartisan tariff com- 


mission is to advocate a worthless sub- 
stitute for the bipartisan machinery 
which we already have. The present 
machine works well. It faithfully aud 
specifically performs the duty devolved 
upon it by the direct expression of tho 
popular will. A tariff commission could 
not do that; would not know how to do 
It The bouse committee ou ways and 
means conies straight from the people 
every two years. The senate commit- 
tee on finance is subject to reconstruc- 
tion every two rears, through the fail- 
ure of some of its.uie.mbors to secure 
re-election to the senate. 
These two 


committees are for the most part made 
up of men who have made the tariff a 
life studj'. Tariff scientists likeElnine, 
McKinley, 
lieed, Dingley, Aldridi, 


Platt of Connecticut, Allison aud oth- 
ers have done service ou these commit- 
tees and left their marlc on tariff legis- 
lation. Is there any reason to suppose 
that their work would be Improved up- 
on by a bipartisan body of business 
men who know nothing of tho bnslc 
principles of tariff making and Httlo or 
nothing about the tnrlff in nny way ex- 
cept as it touches their individual busi- 
ness, and not always very much about 
that? We tried a tariff commission lu 
18S2, nud it was a dismal failure. A 
collection of so called experts wrestled 
with the subject for several mouths 
and then evolved a scheme of tariff 
changes which congress promptly Ig- 
nored aud repudiated. About the only 
section of that scheme which survived 
was tho altered wool schedule, a fool- 
ish, short sighted blunder, whose effect 
was to completely paralyze the domes- 
tic ynrn industry.

Sample of the Manner In Which 


Sarnlna Production IM Worked OH. 
An Instance of the manner in which 


the bargain counter is occasionally 
used as a means of working off a sur- 
plus of production is given in a recent 
statement by Mr. W. R. Brock, a mem- 
ber of the Canadian parliament and n 
wholesale dry goods merchant of To- 
ronto. It seems that Mr. Brock lately 
bought in New York some calico for 
which lie paid G cents a yard, though 
the selling price to American dealers 
had been 32'/-j cents. 
Mr. Broc-k ex- 


plained the difference in price. 


''Yes, we got it for C cents a yard."' 


said Mr. Brock 
"Why? Because the 


manufacturer had turned off thousands 
of bales of this stuff. 
All the big 


wholesalers on the other side had been 
filled up with It, and at the same time 
they were promised that if a cut was 
made In :t iu the United States they 
would be credited with the difference 
in price. To do this would be a serious 
matter for the manufacturer, and so 
to get rid of the few hundred bales he 
has left over he sells them to me at 
G cents instead of 12^4 cents. We can 
retail it easily at 10 cents, and where 
would the 
Canadian 
manufacturer 


come in?"' 


The Philadelphia Ledger and Times, 


whose eyes arc never closed to an op- 
portunity to attack the system of pro- 
tection, sees in this circumstance fresh 
proof of tho necessity for knocking the 
tariff props out from under American 
industries: 


"It is certainly desirable that the tar- 


iff should be revised with special refer- 
ence to goods dealt iu by the trusts 
and by manufacturers who sell for less 
abroad than at home. If the 'friends 
of the tariff' are ready to begin work, 
they can undertake it. It they are not 
ready, the consumers wl.o have been 
fooled long enough may send sowe- 
body to congress to do the job." 
. It nowhere appears that tbe row hun- 
dred bales out of a total product 'of 
many thousands of bales which were 
worked off in Canada at a cut price- 
were manufactured by a trust. Prob- 
ably they wore not, since there is no 
such thing as a cabro trust able to con- 
trol prices and production. On tho con- 
trary, competition is keen in tho print 
trade, and it may therefore bo assumed 
as a matter of course th.it the current 
price of 12Vi cents a jard paid by 
American dealers was noiilicr extor- 
tionate nor outrageous. It is a reason- 
able presumption th.it the remnant 
sold to Canada at G cents was sokl'at 
less than not cost of production aud 
that tbe sacrifice1 was made in order 
that there might be no disturbance of 
values in the big home market and 
hence no stoppage of the print mills 
no workmen laid off, no suspension of 
the regular flow of wages. 
Was it a 


crime to do this? Wns it not, on'the 
contrary, a sensible business transac- 
tion and one to be commended rather 
than denounced? 
Most people will 


agree that it wns not a crime, not un 
outrage, not n robbery of the domestic 
dealer and consumer. Tho only people 
who think otherwise nre those who ai-e 
constantly in search of some reason— 
and any old reason will do^ for assail- 
ing the principle anil abolishing tho 
practice of protecting the home market 
to the home producer.
